Though only a 
speck on the map, yet amid the storms 
which had destroyed nations and earthquakes 
'which shook the earth, she stood to-day a 
monument and a praise lo (hose who do well, 
but a terror to evil-doors. * {Great applause.) 
She had not been moved, nor would she be 
so long as she remained faithful. As the 
Israelites of old she was the peculiar care of 
God., (Hear, hear.) He (Ihe speaker) for 
one thought highly of Cromwell, and it was 
his opinion (hat Protestants now should be 
abb;, and would be able, [if they marched as 
his army did with Bibles m their knapsacks, 
prayer upon their lips, and pulling their 
trust in God,)Jogoto battle against thier 
persecutors as HTough I hey were marching 
to victory.

The 
age in which we live is a peculiar ono es- 
pecially so for raising by voluntary donations 
(he means for tho carrying out of any good 
object.

(Hear, hear.j Every age and 
country was characterised for one thing or 
another.

So 
far as light or novel reading was concerned 
the developements of this intellectuality was 
alarming, and the -effect of such reading 
frequently showed itself even in the pecu- 
liar swagger of young men. The quantity of 
trash sent obi in the shape of light reading 
was enormous, and the practice of reading it 
was demoralizing in itself, leading to the 
most pernicious and. fatal results, without 
doing any good. Although he condemned 
in tow the reading of novels and lamented 
Ihe concomitant evils, and although the 
Press was made the instrument of publish- 
ing these books, still he held up both hands 
for the liberty of the Press as an engine 
mighty in advancing Ihe best interests of 
mankind. This intellectuality was also ob- 
servable in tjie carrying out of improvements 
such as thevVhad met on that occasion to 
promote, fn respect to beautifying churches 
for bis part- he had no objection to walk on 
carpeted aisle*, or to see comfortable pews, 
nor would he have any objection lo a new
